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TOWNS SET FOR 
CASH BONANZAS

WELSHPOOL and Oswestry 
are both in line for huge cash 
bonanzas with tens of thou¬ 
sands of visitors set to visit in 
the coming days. 

Up to £8 million will be pumped into 
the Mid Wales economy when it hosts 
one of the biggest cultural events in 
the country 

The week-long National Eisteddfod will be 
held in Meifod near Welshpool from Saturday, 
with organisers saying anywhere between £6 to 
£8 million will be spent in the area. 

And businesses in Oswestry are looking for¬ 
ward to the benefits of the staging of the annual 
Oswestry Show on Saturday. 

More than 10,000 people are expected to visit 
the farming and entertainment extravaganza. 

Elfed Roberts, chief executive at the Na¬ 
tional Eisteddfod, said 800 caravans are already 
booked in for the week at the official site at Mei¬ 
fod. He said: “We hope there’ll be thousands of 
visitors flocking to the area throughout Eistedd¬ 
fod week, and many will be staying locally across 
the region. Independent research undertaken 
over a number of years shows that the festival 
has a huge impact on the local economy, and we 
have see a boost of £6 to £8 million in an area 
during Eisteddfod week. 

“Most of this is in the hospitality and leisure 
sectors with people eating out and staying in 
the area. We will have over 800 caravans on our 
official site and many of these will also spend 
time exploring the area and finding things to do 
during the week.” 

Malcolm Roberts, chairman of the Oswestry 
Show, said that not only did show day itself bring 
more than 10,000 people into the area but there 
was a spin-off throughout the year because the 
show’s agricultural society owned the Park Hall 
Showground. Mr Roberts said: “The value of the 
showground to the market town of Oswestry is 
enormous. This was recognised when the society 
was granted a revitalisation grant three years 
ago to improve our facility. 

“We have huge events like the VW camper van 
weekend and the Shropshire Truck Show and 
also the regular antiques fairs. 

“Our visitors spent money in the town 
whether it is filling up their vehicles, buying 
food in the shops, getting a taxi into town or 
enjoying a meal in a pub or restaurant.” 

Oswestry Chamber of Commerce chairman 
Jools Payne said: “Flagship events like the Na¬ 
tional Eisteddfod and Oswestry Show are superb 
occasions to showcase our town. They bring in 
visitors from far and wide, keen to explore not 
just the event itself but the wider surroundings 
and other nearby attractions. 

“We know that many visitors will stay on for 
a few days, return and recommend the area to 
friends and family. That’s great for the Oswestry 
economy.”

Hillfort campaign 
group takes legal 
advice over plans 

CAMPAIGNERS say they are prepared 
to take legal action over plans to build 
homes close to Oswestry’s historic hill- 
fort. 

The plans for 117 homes off Whit¬ 
tington Road are included in Shropshire 
Council’s key SAMDev planning docu¬ 
ment which will dictate where develop¬ 
ment will take place in the future. 

The homes can be built as long as vari¬ 
ous conditions are met, a planning inspec¬ 
tor has ruled. 

Members of Hands Off Old Oswestry 
Hillfort (HOOOH) say the homes will de¬ 
tract from the setting of the ancient mon¬ 
ument. The group has revealed it has met 
a specialist planning lawyer to discuss the 
prospect of legal action over the Whitting¬ 
ton Road development being included in 
the SAMDev plan. 

Members of HOOOH discussed issues 
over the progression of the proposal, 
known as OSW004, with the legal expert 
during a tour of the hillfort. 

The meeting comes as the SAMDev 
document nears the end of its examina¬ 
tion by planning inspector Claire Sher- 
ratt ahead of its adoption by Shropshire 
Council. 

HOOOH member Neil Phillips said: 
“This latest visit is part of professional 
advice we are taking in preparation for a 
judicial review should OSW004 remain in 
the plan for council adoption.”

Solicitors to boycott legal 
aid work over funding row

MID Wales will become a “legal 
aid desert” after solicitors an¬ 
nounced plans to boycott the 
work in protest at Government 
cuts, it has been claimed. 

Defence solicitors held a protest 
outside Welshpool Magistrates Court 
after the Ministry of Justice cut legal 
aid fees by 8.75 per cent last year and 
a further 8.75 per cent this year. 

The solicitors held the protest before 
court proceedings on Tuesday, waving plac¬ 
ards to highlight their plight. 

Solicitors across Shropshire are also con¬ 
sidering refusing legal aid work at courts 
and police stations because of the Govern¬ 
ment’s policy. 

Paul Inns, of Hanratty and Co in New¬ 
town, said the situation is undermining the 
justice system. 

He said: “We held the protest - which 
was very well supported - to raise our 
fears. The way it is going is unjust and will 
completely undermine the criminal justice 
system. 

“It is a farce and it can’t go on like this. 
There will be a legal aid desert in Mid 
Wales as we are not going to do the work. 

“We want our message to be clear - 
something has to be done to sort this issue 
out. We will not do the work. 

“It is unsustainable to carry out legal aid 
work. It is not economical.” 

Mr Inns added: “There doesn’t appear to 
be a Plan B from the Ministry of Justice. If 
we are not taking on legal aid work what 
are they going to do? 

“They needed four companies to bid for 
legal aid work and they got one. We were 
not in a position to bid for it because it is 
not economically viable.” 

The Government said a review of the new 
arrangements to the legal aid system would 
be held next year. 

A Ministry of Justice spokeswoman said: 
“The changes we are making to criminal 
legal aid are designed to deliver value for 
money to taxpayers and do not impact on 
the availability of high quality legal advice 
to those who need it most. 

“Although we recognise that the transi¬ 
tion will be challenging for lawyers, these 
changes will put the profession on a sus¬ 
tainable footing for the long-term. 

“We have already pledged that an inde¬ 
pendent review looking at the impact of the 
new arrangements will begin in July 2016.” 


RECORD-BREAKING marathon runner

The final five will be chosen by a 
combination of public votes and a panel of 
judges and announced at the start of Sep¬ 
tember.

Stink leads 
to demands 
for action 

A PETITION has been launched call¬ 
ing for action over sewage problems 
in Gobowen. 

Villagers say the problems brought 
a stench to the Fernhill area of the 
village. 

Resident Sarah Ford lives in West 
Place, but her garden - and the prob¬ 
lem drain - backs onto Fernhill. 

She says she can’t let her 15-month- 
old daughter play in the garden. 

She said: “The Severn Trent con¬ 
tractors came out on Thursday and 
on Friday they put cameras down 
the sewer and said the problem was 
cleared. 

“But Saturday morning I went out 
for no more than an hour and when I 
came back someone came to the door 
and said the sewage was running all 
the way down the road that leads to 
the forest park on the way to the play¬ 
ing fields.” 

Grace Marren, spokeswoman for 
Severn Trent Water, said: “We’ve 
been out to West Place on several oc¬ 
casions to clear the sewer and clean 
up the local area. 

“We used CCTV equipment to look 
down into the sewer and did find some 
tree roots, which we removed. 

“We thought this had cleared the 
problem, but unfortunately the sewer 
blocked again at the weekend. 

“We’re now carrying out further 
investigations to find out what has 
caused the latest blockage.” 

Specialist firm 
looks to recruit 

A SPECIALIST building company is 
embarking on a recruitment drive as 
part of a major move to new premises. 

Elements Europe, part of the 
Oswestry-based Pickstock Group, will 
hold open days for a range of roles this 
weekend as it looks to capitalise on re¬ 
cent expansion.

“We are excited at the prospect of 
working in collaboration with Alun to 
host sheepdog trials on August 22 - 
the centre and the sculpture park will 
provide a fantastic setting for an event 
of this nature. We hope that this event 
will provide a further tourist attrac¬ 
tion for Oswestry and Shropshire.”

Brewery theft 
claim is denied 

A 53-year-old man has pleaded not 
guilty to being involved in a conspira¬ 
cy to steal cash from a brewery. 

Barry Hodgeson is accused of steal¬ 
ing more than £5,000 from Marstons 
Brewery in July last year. 

His case was adjourned at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court on Tuesday for 
trial and Hodgeson, formerly from 
Oswestry, was remanded in custody. 

Also in court was 22-year-old So¬ 
phie Gibbons, who pleaded guilty to 
conspiring to steal money from the 
brewery. 

She also admitted perverting the 
course of justice by making a false 
robbery report to police on July 26 
last year. 

Sentence on Gibbons, of Sandring¬ 
ham Avenue, Oswestry, was adjourned 
for reports to a date to be fixed. In the 
case of Edward William Goodheart, 
38, of Oswestry Road, Ellesmere, who 
faces an allegation of conspiring to 
steal from Marstons Brewery, no plea 
was taken and his case was adjourned 
and he was allowed bail. 

Crews called out 
to tackle blaze 

FIRE crews had to be called out to 
tackle a cooker fire which broke out in 
a flat in Welshpool. 

Two fire crews from Welshpool fire 
station attended the blaze at the first 
floor flat in Mount Street. 

Nobody was injured in the incident 
on Monday, according to the emer¬ 
gency services. 

Only minor damage was caused to 
the kitchen area in the fire. 

A spokesman for Mid & West Wales 
Fire and Rescue Service said: “The 
fire was confined to the cooker area 
and four breathing apparatus and one 
hose reel jet was used. 

“After it was extinguished we used a 
thermal imaging camera to ensure the 
fire was out.” 

The fire happened at around 1pm on 
Monday. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said the road 
was closed for a short time to assist 
the fire crews.

Florist wins her battle 
over pavement displays

But following a re-inspection, she has 
been granted the permit to have an outside 
display. 

She said: “It feels absolutely brilliant to 
have been given the go-ahead to continue 
with the displays. 

“We had an inspector around and he 
ruled that there is nothing wrong with 
the arrangements and I can continue with 
them. 

“I am thrilled. 

“I am also proud and overwhelmed that 
customers and the general public were so 
kind with their support. 

“To have that many people sign the pe¬ 
tition is just amazing and I want to thank 
everybody who has backed me. 

“It really means a lot. 

“People have always complimented us for 
the displays we had at the old shop and we 
never had any complaints about them.” 

She added that she wanted to make sure 
the shop was seen as an asset to the town.

Trucker jailed for causing 
fatal crash on motorway

A TRUCKER has been jailed for six years for killing a 
Shropshire motorist when he ploughed into a queue 
of cars on a motorway. 

Businessman Alan Clements, 47, from Hengoed near 
Oswestry, suffered fatal injuries when his Ford Focus was 
hit by a Scania artic driven by Julian James Ketcher on the 
M5 in Devon in December 2012. 

Mr Clements’s family had to wait for more than two and a half 
Julian Ketcher years for justice because Ketcher carried on denying that he caused 

the collision until the scientific evidence 
against him became overwhelming. 

Mr Clements’s widow Nicola made a 
victim impact statement telling how she 
and children Matthew, aged 11, and Hay- 
ley, aged eight had been devastated by the 
tragedy. 

At an earlier hearing at Exeter Crown 
Court the judge heard Ketcher was dis¬ 
tracted by his hands-free phone and failed 
to notice a line of stationary traffic until 
just two seconds before he ploughed into a 
line of cars at 52mph. He claimed he closed 
his eyes while sneezing, but checks on his 
phone showed he had just ended a call to 
his accountant and was searching the mo¬ 
bile’s directory for another number. 

He had initially claimed he had been 
dazzled by the setting sun, but police dis¬ 
covered he was driving away from it. The 
44-year-old only pleaded guilty earlier this 
month after police experts established he 
had been using his phone for most of the 
return journey of his delivery trip to car ac¬ 
cessory stores in Cornwall. 

Evidence presented to the court showed 
Ketcher, from Warwick, ignored signs 
which imposed a 30mph speed limit and 
warned that traffic was moving to a single 
lane. He then hit the queuing cars which 
were visible for around a mile on a dead 
straight stretch of motorway in perfect vis¬ 
ibility. 

Ketcher admitted causing the death by 
dangerous driving and was jailed for six 
years by Judge Francis Gilbert, QC, on Fri¬ 
day last week. 

The court heard Mr Clements’s brake 
lights, rear lights and hazard lights were all 
on and he was either not moving or going 
at crawling speed when his Ford Focus was 
hit from behind. 

Elizabeth Lambert, defending, said 
Ketcher may have been distracted by his 
calls to his accountant. She said Ketcher 
now accepted responsibility for the tragedy 
and wanted to pass on his regrets to Mr 
Clements’s family. 


Authority's 
overspend 
is spelt out 

POWYS County Council will overspend on 
its budget by almost £6 million this year - 
despite needing to save £12.7 million. 

Powys County Council’s cabinet was 
told on Tuesday that unless the issue is ad¬ 
dressed it will need to dip into its reserves 
to offset the overspend. 

Councillor Wynne Jones, the authority’s 
portfolio holder for finance, outlined the 
situation to cabinet members at a meeting 
at County Hall in Llandrindod Wells. 

He warned earlier this month that the 
council needs to save £47 million by 2020 
- including £12.7 milli on in the current fi¬ 
nancial year. 

In a report to councillors he said: “The 
projected forecast for the revenue budget 
is to overspend by £5.943 million excluding 
the housing revenue account (HRA) and 
schools delegated budgets. 

“The overall position is a projected 3.56 
per cent overspend of the working budget. 

“This projection is provided after consid¬ 
ering all known factors. This includes sav¬ 
ings that have been achieved but does not 
make allowance of savings yet to be iden¬ 
tified or achieved. Also this does not nec¬ 
essarily include all the commitments that 
may be in the system and which may not 
be included in forecast spend.” 

Councillor Jones said adult social care is 
forecast to overspend by £2.65 million, with 
children’s services expected to overspend 
by £181,000.

AGRICULTURAL shows are a vital shop 
window for the beleaguered farming indus¬ 
try, the chairman of Oswestry Show has 
said.

Neighbour 
struck man 
with torch 

A MAN who has been in a long-running 
row with a neighbour over electricity and 
water supplies has been found guilty of at¬ 
tacking him with a torch. 

Martin Carey, 45, of Higgery Piggery, 
Sarnau, Llanymynech, was convicted of 
aggravated burglary at Mold Crown Court 
after a trial. 

Carey was charged on November 15 last 
year when he entered the house of neigh¬ 
bours Richard and Susan Burgoyne. 

Stephen Davies, prosecuting, said 
the neighbours had been involved in a 
long-running dispute because Carey’s 
home did not have mains electric and was 
not on the main water supply. 

Carey had claimed this was because of 
Mr Burgoyne’s refusal to carry out work 
which would allow him to join the grid. 

Mr Davies said Carey forced his way into 
Mr Burgoyne’s home and then hit him with 
the torch. Carey was arrested following the 
attack. 

Carey, who represented himself, will be 
sentenced on a date to be fixed following 
the preparation of reports. 

He was bailed with the condition not to 
enter the county of Powys.

During the discussion last week Chris¬ 
tine Holmes, from the Flaunt It shop in the 
town centre, said: “A few summers ago a 
very dear friend collapsed with a heart at¬ 
tack. It took 25 minutes for the ambulance 
to arrive because it had got stuck in the one 
way system. 

“It was so frustrating to hear the am¬ 
bulance coming up the one-way and it 
couldn’t get to us. 

“Sadly my friend died two hours later in 
hospital, despite us doing CPR. If the am¬ 
bulance had got there 10 minutes or even 
five minutes earlier it may have been dif¬ 
ferent. 

“If the roads were fully reopened as two- 
way these situations won’t arise.” 

Another local resident Val Wright said: 
“I think the system has got to have been de¬ 
signed by someone sitting in an office. They 
don’t have any idea what goes on here, they 
don’t know Welshpool at all. 

“We’ve got huge queues, people cutting 
across traffic to get to parking spaces, roads 
blocked when lorries are making deliveries 
- we’ve been complaining and we’ve been 
told you can’t go back, but all the problems 
have happened that I’m sure with the old 
system we didn’t have as many problems. 

“We’ve got to fight this. We can’t just say 
we can’t change it. Other towns have gone 
back to how they were before so why can’t 
we?” Deputy Mayor Steve Kaye said while 
the council will now write to the Welsh 
Government, it couldn’t promise anything 
would change in the short-term. 



Heritage experts have recommended Oswestry hillfort as a site which must be visited 


IT is one of Shropshire’s jewels - and now 
Oswestry’s Iron Age hillfort has been 
named one of the 10 “must-see” sites in the 
UK. 

The accolade has come from the respected 
historic sciences journal HeritageDaily. 

Markus Milligan, managing editor of 
Heritage Daily, named Oswestry’s earth¬ 
works as the second must-see site on the 
list, only behind Maiden Castle in Dorset. 

His recommendation leads to the pros¬ 
pect of extra visits to the landmark from 
people interested in history. 

He said: “There are around 3,300 hill- 
forts or similar defended enclosures in 
Britain. The list represents 10 of the most 
impressive examples. 

“Old Oswestry is one of Britain’s most 


spectacular and impressive early Iron 
Age hillforts in the Welsh Marches near 
Oswestry. It remains one of the best pre¬ 
served hillforts in the UK, according to 
English Heritage. 

“It is built on lower ground, but it is also 
one of the most accessible hillforts. And I 
love the stunning panoramic views it gives 
across North Wales, Cheshire and Shrop¬ 
shire.” 

The hillfort was designated as a sched¬ 
uled monument in 1997 and it is now in the 
guardianship of English Heritage. 

The Oswestry hillfort is currently at the 
centre of a planning fight to prevent the de¬ 
velopment of housing nearby. 

The battle has led to a petition signed by 
8,000 people.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


It’s been a month of both good 
and bad news for Oswestry on 
the jobs front. 

Balloon wizard Per Lindstrand 
is about to start production again 
in the town for the first time since 
2003 and that’s going to mean 
new jobs on the industrial estate. 

But while it’s all going up in the 
air for one company another has 
moved down the road to Telford. 

Elements Europe, the compa¬ 
ny which makes modular accom¬ 
modation for student accommo¬ 
dation, hotels and homes, has 
launched a recruitment drive but 
all the jobs are in Telford after 
moving to new premises. 

Elements Europe is part of the 
£200 million-turnover Pickstock 
Group and makes accommoda¬ 
tion off-site which can be slotted 
in for various different projects. 

The technique allows projects 
to be delivered quickly, and the 
work is all carried out in a factory 
environment. 

The company needed more 
floor space to help with expan¬ 
sion after becoming boxed in 
on the Oswestry site. It’s just 
very sad that there was nowhere 
in Oswestry able to cope with 
the demands of this expanding 
company. I’m told all the staff 
were offered the opportunity to 
move to work in the new Telford 
building. Many have but it hasn’t 
worked for some of them. 

Lindstrand, the world famous 
adventurer, says he will be deliv¬ 
ering his new hot air balloons to 
customers in a matter of months 
- bringing a welcome jobs boost. 

His decision to go back into 
production followed the closure 
of Cameron Balloons in April 
with the loss of 19 jobs. 

Not much winds me up more 
than slow moving tractors hold¬ 
ing up traffic during the summer 
months - even though I appreci¬ 
ate they have to be on the roads. 

It’s the drivers who refuse to 
pull over, despite the build-up of 
scores of vehicles tailing behind, 
that really stirs my anger and 
threatens to crank-up my road 
rage. 

Last week I trailed one such 
offender for 10 miles between 
Welshpool and Shrewsbury, 
making me late for an appoint¬ 
ment and angering a procession 
of motorists, tailing back for over 
a mile. Have some thought for 
other road users - please! 

Welshpool’s town centre ho¬ 
tel The Royal Oak closed last 
week to allow the new owners 
to refurbish the bar and lounge 
areas, reopening to reveal a very 
inviting and comfortable new ap¬ 
pearance.

The National Eisteddfod 
is about to kick off near 
Welshpool.

IT celebrates everything Welsh 
- but English visitors to this 
year’s Montgomeryshire and 
the Marches Eisteddfod have 
been assured they don’t need 
to speak the lingo to have a 
good time. 

Food, drink, music and art from 
across Powys will be celebrated at 
the week-long festival, which will be 
held in Meifod near Welshpool from 
Saturday. 

The National Eisteddfod has a long 
history rooted in the druidic traditions of 
Wales and all of the events are conducted 
in Welsh. 

But Eisteddfod organiser Elen Elis said 
she wanted people from across Shrop¬ 
shire and the wider Midlands to come 
along and enjoy themselves too. 

She said some events will be translated 
into English while others will need no 
translation. 

“It doesn’t matter if you speak Welsh 
or not,” she said. 

“If you go to Spain you want to listen 
to Spanish music - it doesn’t matter if 
you understand it or not. 

“The Eisteddfod is like that. 

“Quite a lot of events are musical, and 
there won’t need to be translators for 
those. 

“But it’s important that people know 
that everyone’s welcome. 

“There will be translators for the cer¬ 
emonies so that non-Welsh speakers will 
be able to understand what’s going on, 
and we’ll have tours of the Maes in both 
languages. 

“The Maes D will be a large tent for

Welsh learners and there will be lots 
of activities there with plenty of people 
who speak English who will be able to 
help. 

“There will be Welsh taster sessions 
as well so people can learn the basics 
in Welsh, and people who can walk you 
round the Maes and make sure you feel 
comfortable.” 

The festival will be held in two large 
fields, with a huge pink pavilion taking 
centre stage. 

All of the events take place on the 
Maes - the festival field. 

The main events and competition 
will be held in the pavilion, live music 
taking place on the open air stage and 
at Maes B there will be Wales’s biggest 
Welsh language pop and rock festival. 

Maes C events offer an eclectic mix of 
music, poetry and comedy on the per¬ 
formance stage, in the Pabell Len (lit¬ 


erary pavilion) and the theatre onsite. 

Music will continue on the perfor¬ 
mance stage close to the food patio until 
late into the evening, and a science and 
technology pavilion will offer hands-on 
fun for younger visitors. 

Local artists have been submitting 
work to be displayed at Y Lie Celf, a 
new experimental multi media exhibi¬ 
tion. 

Visitors are expected to flock to the 
food tent where locally brewed beer and 
wine will be served up alongside food 
prepared by Powys chefs using local¬ 
ly-sourced ingredients. 

Keeping with the local theme will be 
the Eisteddfod choir, made up of nearly 
200 amateur singers from all over 
Montgomeryshire and the Marches, 
who have been practising for almost 
nine months ahead of stepping on to 
the pavilion stage on Saturday. 


The project has seen choirs rehearsing 
locally every week and coming together 
for a full rehearsal at regular intervals. 

Miss Elis said one of the highlights of 
the event this year has been seeing the 
choir come together. 

She said: “It’s going to be a special 
evening. 

“I’ve been looking forward to the con¬ 
cert since we held a day long singing ses¬ 
sion in October last year to encourage 
local people to join the choir. 

“The Eisteddfod Choir is very impor¬ 
tant and what we’ve wanted to achieve 
this year is to bring people of all ages 
together to enjoy singing. 

“The choir is such a social and com¬ 
munity-based project, and we hope to 
develop it further over the next few 
years, making it far more ambitious for 
all involved.” 

The choir will be led by one of Wales’s 
leading music directors, Jeff Howard, 
who has learned Welsh to allow him to 
lead rehearsals for the festival. 

He said: “This has been a great pro¬ 
ject. 

“There’s a real local enthusiasm, and 
the music has appealed to the members. 

“We’ve chosen a wide range of pieces, 
many of which are well-known, and 
we’ve had fun learning the songs. Peo¬ 
ple are less afraid to learn lighter songs; 
they may be worried about committing 
to learning an opera or mass, perhaps, 
but I think it’s fair to say that this ap¬ 
proach has worked in Montgomeryshire 
and the Marches, and we’ve had a great 
year bringing everything together.” 

Miss Elis said the mixture of ceremo¬ 
nial events with folk, opera and popular 
music, arts and food is a difficult one to 
explain and is best experienced first¬ 
hand. 

She said: “Until you come on the field 
you’re not going to get it. You need to 
experience it. 

“I had some some friends from Bir¬ 
mingham come along one year and they 
left with a completely different view of 
Wales and its language and culture.” 



WORKING 
FOR YOU 


One of the most controversial 
and important issues that Mont¬ 
gomeryshire and Shropshire will 
have to grapple with over the 
next two years is NHS reform. 

It seems that we have been 
discussing reform for always, 
and advances in technology do 
mean that reform is never fin¬ 
ished. 

But at present we are facing 
the most fundamental reform for 
decades. 

The reform is taking place un¬ 
der the banner ‘Future Fit’. 

The main reason for reform is 
that the current structure of two 
major hospitals at Shrewsbury 
and Telford providing A&E and 
planned surgery/treatment is no 
longer viable or affordable. 

The issue should have been 
faced years ago. 

It can be put off no longer. 

Any significant delay will cre¬ 
ate a situation where some sort 
of catastrophe becomes inevi¬ 
table. 

The timetable is now set. 

The group of clinicians/man¬ 
agers overseeing reform will 
announce their preferred new 
Shropshire NHS reform in early 
autumn. 

It’s likely to concentrate A&E 
at either Shrewsbury or Telford, 
with surgery and elective care at 
the other. 

At present the focus of public 
attention is on where A&E is lo¬ 
cated 

This is particularly the case in 
Montgomeryshire, where opinion 
almost wholly favours the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital. 

Like many others, I had fa¬ 
voured a brand new ‘green field’ 
site somewhere off the Shrews¬ 
bury Bypass. This option would 
have been well located for the 
whole of Mid Wales and Shrop¬ 
shire. However, I sense that this 
may well turn out to be financial¬ 
ly unviable.Disappointing. It’s 
likely to come down to a choice 
between the Royal Shrewsbury 
and the Princess Royal. 

Also disappointing to me is the 
relative absence of an opinion on 
this hugely important issue from 
the Powys Local Health Board. 

It’s no good complaining after 
the September announcement. 

The horse will have bolted, 
and be difficult to haul back. 

The time to try to influence 
things is now, before the deci¬ 
sions are made. 

Perhaps the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment is pulling the strings. 

There is a widespread view 
that the Welsh Government in¬ 
tends to pressurise more Mont¬ 
gomeryshire patients to go to 
Bronglais in Aberystwyth - in 
particular from the largest popu¬ 
lation centre in Newtown. 

If this is so, it should be made 
clear to the people of Newtown. 

We are facing some important 
decisions, and every opinion 
should be considered.

MY EX HAS BEEN CHARGED WITH DRUG OFFENCES. CAN I STOP HIM SEEING OUR KIDS? 

Q: I recently found out my ex has been found guilty of possession of cannabis. There is a Court order saying he can see our children every 
other week. Can I stop him from seeing them? 

A: As there is a Court Order in place you should not breach it. On the face of the Order there will be a warning notice setting out that if you 
do not comply with the Order you may be held in contempt of Court and may be committed to prison or fined or the Court may make an 
enforcement Order requiring you to undertake unpaid work or pay financial compensation. 

If you do breach the Order you must convince the Court that you had good reason to do so. In these circumstances it would entirely be a matter 
for the Family Court to decide whether stopping the children from seeing their father was a reasonable thing for you to do. If the Court did not 
find that you were reasonable, it could impose one of the above penalties. 

Often the best starting point in cases regarding children is family mediation. Family mediation affords the parents the opportunity to sit down 
together and with the help of a trained family mediator discuss what is in the children’s best interests and any concerns you may have.

Powell's message is so potent today 


IN or Out? 

An excerpt from the Express & Star, the 
sister paper to the Shropshire Star, dated 
Thursday, June 1, 1978 entitled Britain, 
the non-nation by Enoch Powell looked at 
the issue. 

“Direct elections to the EEC are an 
acknowledgement of Britain’s unimpor¬ 
tance,” said Mr Enoch Powell. 

He said that what would then remain of 
our national status could be equated to the 
difference between the West Midlands and 
other regions of Britain. 

He told an industrial federation in Sussex 
that he had been asked to discuss whether 


Britain would fare better inside or outside 
the EEC. 

But this was a non-question said Mr Pow¬ 
ell, who was then Ulster Unionist MP for 
South Down. 

Britain inside the EEC was part of a large 
state. 

While out of it she was a sovereign 
self-governing nation. 

Only individuals could say which of these 
alternatives was wanted. 

He said this meant that their answers 
would be subjective “in short, a matter of 
prejudice”. 

Already there was no such thing as a 


British trade policy, British agricultural 
policy or a British fishery policy. 

Direct elections are an acknowledgement 
made in advance of the non-nationhood of 
Britain in the EEC said Mr Powell. This 
statement by Enoch Powell is history now, 
yet it is very relevant to today’s saga, I 
would suggest. 

Have we not seen (now years later) that 
being a member of Europe we are just part 
of a large state ruled by many others? 

It could have been so much better if the 
UK had been left as a sovereign state.

Store's closure 
date confirmed 

OSWESTRY’S Homebase store will 
close in September, bosses have con¬ 
firmed. 

The branch on Penda Retail Park 
off Salop Road, will shut its doors on 
September 5. 

Talks will be held to find store staff 
alternative work to try to avoid job 
losses. 

About 80 Homebase stores have 
been earmarked for closure across the 
country, which bosses have blamed on 
a downturn in DIY. 

Emma Cooke, spokeswoman for 
Homebase, said: “Following a consul¬ 
tation, Homebase can confirm that its 
store on Penda Retail Park, Oswestry 
will close on September 5. 

“Discussions are being held with 
colleagues to find alternative employ¬ 
ment in neighbouring Homebase and 
Argos stores.” 

Home Retail Group, which owns 
Homebase and high street giant 
Argos, announced in November last 
year that the store would close as part 
of a plan to reduce store numbers to 
secure the business’s future.

canal is started 

WORK has begun to repair a sec¬ 
tion of the Montgomery Canal where 
a leak has sprung in the wall of the 
200-year-old waterway. 

Preparation work for the repairs 
at Aston Locks near Queens Head, 
Oswestry, began this week with engi¬ 
neers due to begin fixing the leak on 
Monday.

Date is set for 
talks on schools 

INITIAL findings of a review of sec¬ 
ondary education in Mid Wales will be 
considered by Powys County Council 
in September. 

The report by consultancy firm 
Sbectrwm will include a range of op¬ 
tions for consideration, including po¬ 
tentially closing some schools. 

It will be presented to the authori¬ 
ty’s cabinet on September 29. 

Following the decision by the cabi¬ 
net on which options to pursue, talks 
will take place with headteachers, 
governors and local members of any 
affected schools. Business cases will 
then be considered by the School Or¬ 
ganisation Review Panel and draft 
recommendations will be proposed, 
members of Powys County Council 
were recently told.

Council pumps more 
cash into flood project

THE cost of Welshpool’s flood al¬ 
leviation scheme has increased 
to more than £500,000. 

More money is being pumped into 
the project by Powys County Council 
due to problems caused by asbestos 
being discovered at the work site. 

The authority’s cabinet agreed to in¬ 
crease the budget for the scheme this year 
by £160,829, meaning the cost of the pro¬ 
ject has now increased to £543,982. 

Councillor John Brunt, portfolio holder 
for highways, told cabinet members if the 
council did not agree to the extra funding 
they were likely to lose the support of the 
Welsh Government. 

The Welshpool (Phase 2) Flood Allevi¬ 
ation Scheme will see work carried out in 
various areas of the town. 

Work on the scheme was delayed follow¬ 
ing initial setbacks due to asbestos contam¬ 
inants in part of the working area. 

Councillors were told they could either 
accept the increased costs and the reduc¬ 
tion in external funding or they could stop 
work on the Welshpool scheme, but there 
would likely be additional flooded areas 
and a worsening situation to flood affected 
areas. 

The county councillors agreed to increase 
the budget to allow the works to be com¬ 
pleted. 

The council’s contribution to the scheme 
will rise from 8.23 per cent to 15 per cent of 
the eligible cost, increasing it from £44,772 
to £81,597, a difference of £36,825.

A SYMBOLIC cup presented to 
the National Eisteddfod in 1986 
has arrived in Montgomeryshire 
after a tour of Powys.

The cup has been kept at the 
Powysland Museum in Welsh¬ 
pool in recent weeks ahead of 
the start of the Eisteddfod. 

Eva Bredsdorff, the museum’s 
curator said it was a pleasure to 
have looked after the cup. It will 
be presented to next year’s host 
county Monmouthshire during 
the week of the Eisteddfod.

Organic Energy director Anne 
Tulett said: “Arts Alive is a wonder¬ 
ful organisation that is dedicated to 
providing high quality arts events to 
people in rural communities. 

“The support of Organic Energy 
will help Arts Alive continue with 
its excellent work over the next two 
years and allow us to inform a new 
audience about the benefits and cost 
savings of renewable energy sources.” 

Sian Kerry from Arts Alive said:

A HOUSE which once welcomed 
King Charles as a visitor during the 
English Civil War is looking to wel¬ 
come a new owner. 

The Hall in Llanfyllin, built by the Roy¬ 
alist Pryse family in the 15th century, was 
in the perfect location for the King to visit 
while escaping to Chester during the war. 

He is claimed to have stayed at the house, 
previously known as Plas Uchaf, on the night of 
September 21, 1645.

Today, the house is Grade II listed and has 
been put on the market for £430,000. “This 
eight bedroomed family residence has great 
potential to satisfy a variety of requirements 
and is set in delightful, generously landscaped 
gardens,” said Stephen Murgatroyd, manager 
of Halls’ Oswestry office.

WORLD famous adventurer Per 
Lindstrand says he will be deliv¬ 
ering his new hot air balloons to 
customers in a matter of months - 
bringing a jobs boost to Oswestry. 

The business entrepreneur left the hot 
air ballooning industry in 2003 to con¬ 
centrate on gas-filled balloon technology, 
fabric structures and other lighter than 
air vehicles. 

But Mr Lindstrand, best known for his 
ballooning adventures with Virgin tycoon Sir 
Richard Branson, announced earlier this year 
he was returning to making hot air balloons. 
He made the announcement after Cameron 
Balloons closed down his former balloon fac¬ 
tory in the town. 

Mr Lindstrand sold his interests in hot air 
balloon manufacturing to Cameron Balloons 
12 years ago and created a separate company 
called Lindstrand Technologies, which cur-

rently employs 38 people. Bristol-based Cam¬ 
eron Balloons retained the Lindstrand name, 
but closed its base on Maesbury Road Indus¬ 
trial Estate in April with the loss of 19 jobs. 

Mr Lindstrand, who will be guest speaker at 
the Oswestry and Border Chronicle’s Business 
Club meeting in September as part of our We 
Mean Business campaign, said there had been 
global interest in his announcement that he 
was to return to the manufacture of hot air 
balloons. 

He said: “There has been lots of interest 
from around the world. We will be selling com¬ 
mercial balloons again and expect to be deliv¬ 
ering them by mid-October.” 

Mr Lindstrand said as the new balloon busi¬ 
ness grows he would be taking on up to 20 new 
staff. The news that Per Lindstrand is back in 
the hot air balloon manufacturing industry 
was spelt out loud and clear at a renowned bal¬ 
looning festival in France this week. 


A team from his Oswestry factory travelled 
to France to take part in the Lorraine Mondial 
Air Ballons Festival. 

The team launched a huge hot air balloon 
with Mr Lindstrand’s image on it alongside the 
words “He’s Back”. 

The entrepreneur said he was pleased his 
new project would be keeping hot air balloon¬ 
ing manufacturing in Oswestry, estimating 
that since he came to the town in 1978 his 
businesses’ export worth has totalled about 
£140 million. 

He said: “We have the best people here and 
the best quality here. 

“I remember when I came to Oswestry, it 
was a lot different than what it is now. I came 
to Oswestry at a time when the area was de¬ 
pressed, it was what was known as an Assisted 
Area because of it was depressed and there was 
high unemployment. 

“Park Hall army camp had gone, the rail¬ 
way repair works had closed down and there 
was high unemployment. It gradually changed 


and now I think this town is a boom town. 
There are all sorts of nice restaurants, and 
good shops, and you can get what you need in 
Oswestry. It is a good place to have a business. 

“We are doing well. We have taken on eight 
staff this year for Lindstrand Technologies and 
will be taking on more staff with the balloon 
business.” 

While Mr Lindstrand is familiar to the peo¬ 
ple of Oswestry, he is also a familiar face to the 
millions of people around the world who have 
followed his adventures with Sir Richard Bran¬ 
son over the years. 

Among the most famous adventures was in 
January 1991 when in the Virgin Pacific Flyer 
hot air balloon the pair completed the longest 
flight in lighter-than-air history. 

And in December 1998, Mr Lindstrand, part¬ 
nered by Richard Branson and Steve Fossett, 
flew for seven days and covered over 20,000km 
in a Roziere balloon. 

Oswestry and Border Chronicle Associate 
Editor Iain St John said he was delighted Mr 


Lindstrand had agreed to be the guest speaker 
at the newspaper’s Business Club meeting in 
September. He said: “Per Lindstrand is famous 
throughout the world for his business innova¬ 
tion and his thrilling ballooning adventures.

RED tape will be cut to help Britain’s farmers 
export more produce, David Cameron has 
announced. 

During a visit to the Royal Welsh Show the Prime 
Minister said 20,000 fewer farm inspections will be 
carried out under a new system. 

The move will free up time and allow the industry to 
grow, boosting food and drink exports by an estimated £7 
billion, according to Downing Street. 

Mr Cameron was fulfilling a pre-election pledge to visit 
the show at Llanelwedd, near Builth Wells during last 
week, and used the occasion to defend his Government’s 
environmental policies. 

Mr Cameron said: “Farming and food production are a 
fundamental part of our rural economy.” 

“We will keep on backing British farmers to produce 
and sell more home-grown food by liberating them from 
red tape and opening up new multimillion-pound export 
markets.” 

The Prime Minister insisted the Conservatives have 
been the greenest government ever. 

The Tories have taken criticism after unveiling plans to 
slash subsidies to solar power projects - with opponents 
claiming it would take Britain’s renewable energy sector 
“back to the dark ages”. 

Mr Cameron hit back at his detractors and argued his 
administration had done a great deal for the environment 
and renewable energy. 

The Prime Minister was one of thousands of visitors to 
the farming showcase last week.

Castle is

Port Arthur jail in the 1880s 

SAY what you like about our predeces¬ 
sors, but they were not soft on crime. 

You could be hanged for offences which to¬ 
day would be considered relatively minor. And 
it would be interesting to know how many folk 
today who live Down Under are descendants 
of Salopians who fell foul of the law and were 
transported to Australia. 

It is an episode in history which has given rise to 
some strange tales from the days of transportation. In 
80 years after 1788, 136,000 men and 25,000 women 
made the enforced trip across the world. The women 
spent their seven year term as “assigned servants” and 
the men were often given land to farm, and they would 
only be jailed if they did something wrong. 

One convict, George “Billy” Hunt, who decided to 
make a break for freedom after being transported to 
Australia for 14 years for stealing a handkerchief, 
made a big mistake. 

As he went on the run - or hop - he disguised himself 
as a kangaroo. 

The soldiers at the penal settlement at Port Arthur, 
Tasmania, who were on rations and had grown accus¬ 
tomed to kangaroo stews, opened fire. 

At this Hunt threw off his disguise and surrendered. 
He was given 150 lashes for his escape attempt. 

Among the early Shropshire convicts was John Bir- 
chall, 23. The son of tenant farmers in Woore Hollows, 
he was found not guilty of stealing in 1802, but got 
“life” for choosing to prove his innocence by breaking 
out of The Castle jail in Chester. His wife and two chil¬ 
dren did not go with him, so he married again and had 
nine more. Apart from the little matter of getting 500 
lashes for stealing a dog, not to mention bigamy, his 
was a success story. He ended up being trusted with 
888 acres of land, and almost single-handedly supplied 
wheat and meat for the colony, built a schooner for a 
local ferry and was made district constable. 

Thomas Stretch went down for one in 1783. The 
Hodnet labourer stole “one peeling iron, one plough 
buck iron and five harrow tines,” according to John 
Cobley in “The Crimes of the First Fleet Convicts”. 

Another thief in the first batch to go, Roger Phy- 
field, was from the parish of Much Wenlock. Margaret 
Fownes, from the parish of Quatt, got seven years for 
putting “Mary Crew in corporal fear” when robbing 
her in 1784. 

But it was the things the convicts got punished for 
once they arrived in Australia that could be even more 
unusual to modern eyes than their original crimes. Ac¬ 
cording to a book called “Caught in the Act”, published 
by the Port Arthur Management Authority - Port Ar¬ 
thur became a penal settlement in 1833 - John Glan- 
ville committed 55 offences over 10 years in Tasmania, 
including “having turnips improperly.” One convict got 
a reprimand for “washing his shirt during Divine Ser¬ 
vice”, another for “baking light bread”. Other crimes 
- and these were not all by Shropshire convicts - in¬ 
cluded “having lollipops in his possession”, “setting 
fire to his bedding”, “drawing improper figures on his 
slate”, and “wilfully breaking his wooden leg”. 


MEMORY LANE 


Report by Toby Neal 


IN the early morning of Christ¬ 
mas Eve, 1944, Newport had the 
most unusual postal delivery in 
its entire history. 

It was brought to the town’s door¬ 
step by the Luftwaffe and quite literal¬ 
ly sent shockwaves through the town. 
Because the Christmas messages were 
in a VI flying bomb which exploded 
just east of Newport and caused signif¬ 
icant blast damage to buildings, but no 
casualties. 

Newport was lucky, because this “doodle¬ 
bug” did not carry its full explosive payload, 
in which case the blast damage would have 
been a lot worse. Instead, some of its pay- 
load space was taken up by leaflets headed 
“VI PO.W. Post.” 

The leaflets, which were scattered over 
the fields, comprised messages home from 
British prisoners of war. There was, for in¬ 
stance, one dated December 1, 1944, from a 
Captain Jim Coulthard to his wife at Lyn- 
dhurst, Thorne, Doncaster, wishing her a 
Happy Christmas. “We both know it is our 
last Christmas apart,” it says. 

At the bottom, printed in red, is an ad¬ 
dition: “Dear Mrs Coulthard, Just a line to 
assure you that your husband’s case is pro¬ 
gressing very satisfactorily. The fracture in 
his arm is well healed and he is now doing 
a course of exercises to strengthen the mus¬ 
culature. His general health is very good. 
Seasons Greetings, Leonhard E. Kremer, 
Lt. M.O., Senior Allied Medical Officer, Res.- 
Laz. Freising.” 

Among other messages is one from a Staff 
Sergeant Raymond Jolliffe, to his wife at 7 
Wellington Road, Whalley Range, Manches¬ 
ter. He tells her he got a burst of machine 
gun bullets in his left calf, and speaks of re¬ 
ceiving burns when his glider got burnt - so 
possibly he had taken part in the Arnhem 
operation of September 1944. 

Again, there is a postscript from the Ger¬ 


mans: “You can rest assured that regard¬ 
ing the health and wellfare (sic) of your 
husband he gets all the attention possible. 
Burger, Oberst und Lagerkommandant.” 

Heading the leaflet was: “The finder 
is requested to cut out or copy the letters 
printed here and to transmit them to the 
adresses (sic) so that they receive them as 
early as possible. The original letters are 
being sent through the Red Cross in the 
usual mail channel.” What was going on? 

The authorities were highly suspicious 
and assiduously ensured all the leaflets - or 
nearly all, as it turns out - were collected. 
As the letters related to people in the Man¬ 
chester area, Lancashire, and Scotland, the 
assumption was that had Newport folk for¬ 
warded them, and then the recipients had 
replied to their loved ones in German hands 
mentioning that they had been forwarded 
from a Newport postmark, the Germans 
would have gained valuable intelligence 
about where the bomb fell and would be 
able to make adjustments in future. 

At the time the bomb, which was air- 
launched by a German Heinkel aircraft, 
came down, the Newport Advertiser was 
constrained by censorship, but in December 
1945 gave a fuller account. 

“The bomb had fallen in a ploughed field 
occupied by Mr. Shilton, some 300 yards 
from the Newport to Gnosall road. When 
dawn broke there was a stream of sightse¬ 
ers to the spot, but what they saw was ridic¬ 
ulously unimpressive. 

“The remains of the bomb lay like a huge 
dead fish cast up by a rough sea. There were 
two causes for surprise - the smallness of 
the crater and the fact that the bomb re¬ 
tained any vestige of its original shape.” 

Although the nearest houses were 300 
yards away, it was estimated that about half 
the buildings in Newport suffered some sort 
of damage. 

Newport was not the only place to receive 
one of the V1 flying bombs in this attack. 
The book “Operation Crossbow” by Allan 
Williams says over 30 flying bombs were 
launched against northern England, and 
particularly the Manchester area. In the 
worst incident, 32 people were killed when 
one came down among terraced houses

in Oldham. It was, the book says, the last 
major VI attack and, as for the leaflets, they 
were “more a masterful piece of propaganda 
than a serious attempt to plot where the fly¬ 
ing bombs were dropped.” 

Because the authorities went round con¬ 
fiscating the leaflets, original surviving 
examples are rare, but one of the Newport 
bomb leaflets was later obtained by John 
Durnell, who died last year aged 82. During 
his wartime childhood he kept notes and di¬ 
aries, recording Shropshire aerial incidents 
and accidents and often visiting crash sites, 


and after leaving school he went to work on 
the railway at Newport in 1948. 

He said he was given the leaflet by a lady 
who was a lorry driver on the railway at 
Newport - possibly a Mrs Crabbe of Railway 
Terrace. 

Mr Durnell later became a police officer 
and ultimately was ordained a priest in 
1966 and was a curate at Newport and then 
was rector at Church Aston for 11 years 
until 1977. Today there is nothing to show 
of where the bomb landed, the impact site 
being in a field just east of Newport bypass. 


Hurricane pilot and colleagues staged head-on attack 



Pilot Officer Geoffrey Brunner 


HE was a Bridgnorth hero of the 
Battle of Britain 75 years ago - and 
almost became one of “The Few” 
to give their lives. 

On August 26, 1940, Hurricane pilot 
Geoffrey Brunner and his colleagues 
from 43 Squadron based at Tangmere 
had made a head-on attack on at least 
100 bombers approaching Portsmouth. 
Pulling up, he shot at one Heinkel 
which dropped out of formation and was 
then attacked by a Messerschmitt 109. 

After an inconclusive encounter he found 
himself alone in the skies, and was vectored 
to patrol Bognor after a report of an ap¬ 
proaching attack. 

What happened next is told in the book 


“The Fighting Cocks” - “I was foolishly 
stooging along the coast peering in search of 
targets when there was an almighty noise, all 
the instrument panel fell to bits, the contents 
of the gravity tank sprayed all over me and I 
was hit in the ankle. 

“I took the most violent evasive action, 
switching off the engine. 

“I never saw what had hit me. 

“I tried to see what was left working, the 
answer being practically nothing except the 
controls. No engine, no RT, no hydraulics, 
and fortunately no fire, for I was soaked in 
petrol. 

“Luckily I was near base and glided in 
wheels-up to land safely.” 

His close shave was reported in the 
Bridgnorth Journal of September 7: “In an 
air battle early last week over the Channel, 


Pilot Officer Clifford (his middle name) Brun¬ 
ner was wounded, but is now progressing fa¬ 
vourably. 

“A shell entered his cockpit, smashing the 
dashboard. In addition he was covered in pet¬ 
rol from the burst petrol tank. Despite the 
undercarriage being disabled he was able to 
bring his machine back and land it safely at 
the aerodrome.” 

After his recovery Brunner was posted 
to the research establishment at Boscombe 
Down, and was to be awarded the Air Force 
Cross and Bar - in effect, a second award of 
the medal. He rose to Group Captain and 
died in 1989.

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Project reveals amazing 
life of the painted lady 


AS I write this, the rain is falling 
in a persistent drizzle outside my 
studio window. 

The temperature is warm and there 
are many birds and insects in the air. 

The plants are eagerly soaking up the 
moisture and their flowers are in bloom. 

One particular bush that has just started 
to blossom is the buddleia. It is a tena¬ 
cious species and can smother other (na¬ 
tive) plants beneath its weight, spread and 
shade. It does however have one very large, 
redeeming feature. It is an excellent wild- 
life-magnet. 

During the war it planted its roots in cra¬ 
ters left by the cargo of the German Dorm¬ 
ers, Junkers and Heinkels and was known 
as the bomb-site-bush. Today it is known 
as the butterfly-bush and although there 
are few flying in the rain, I’ve recently been 
able to marvel at one particular species of 
butterfly - the painted lady. 

One of the longest standing mysteries in 
the insect world was the migration of this 
butterfly, for it is an incredible creature. 
The butterfly, like the buddleia, is a com¬ 
mon immigrant. It migrates from the conti¬ 
nent each summer to UK shores in varying 
numbers but this year there have been a 
few more than normal here in Shropshire. 

But up until now scientists did not know 
if the painted lady made the return journey 
at the end of the summer, like the closely 
related red admiral, or simply died in the 
UK. For many a naturalist, the answer 
must have been ‘death’ but few bodies were 
ever found. The red admirals could be seen 
leaving our shores, but the painted ladies 
were an enigma.

Citizen science projects recently enabled 
scientists to plot where and when the but¬ 
terflies turned up across Europe, but it was 
the use of radar that finally solved the puz¬ 
zle. Experts (including those from the But¬ 
terfly Conservation Group) discovered that 
the painted lady did indeed migrate south 
each autumn but made this return journey 
at high altitude out of view of butterfly ob¬ 
servers on the ground. 

Radar records revealed that painted la¬ 
dies fly at an average altitude of over 500 
metres on their southbound trip and can 
clock up speeds of 30mph by selecting fa¬ 
vourable conditions. 

The findings also revealed that the spe¬ 
cies undertakes a phenomenal 9,000 mile 
round trip from tropical Africa to the Arc¬ 
tic Circle - almost double the length of the 
famous migrations undertaken by monarch 
butterflies in North America. 

What’s perhaps most extraordinary is 
that the whole journey is not undertaken 
by individual butterflies but is a series of 
steps by up to six successive generations. 
This means that painted ladies returning 
to Africa in the autumn are several genera¬ 
tions removed from their ancestors who left 
Africa earlier in the year. This tiny creature 
weighing less than a gram with a brain the 
size of a pin head and no opportunity to 
learn from older, experienced individuals,

undertakes an epic intercontinental mi¬ 
gration in order to find plants for its cat¬ 
erpillars to eat. 

These plants then of course sustain the 
next generation and in doing so, the next 
step in the migration ‘home’. Most species 
breed with the sole interest of protecting 


the next generation. But these wonderful 
insects breed and lay their eggs to protect 
the next five or six generations on differ¬ 
ent continents to themselves, all before 
they themselves die a few days later.

Figures show 
level of bomb 
alerts in region 

POLICE responded to more than 220 homo alerts across 
Shropshire and Mid Wales in the past five years, figures 
reveal. 

The figures showed the majority were false alarms, but 
some left police and army experts having to deal with unex¬ 
ploded Second World War devices and grenades. 

The highest figures were recorded in Telford, where 
there were 45 bomb alerts - 13 of which were in Wellington. 

Shrewsbury saw 35 alerts while there were 11 in 
Oswestry. There were seven alerts in Market Drayton, six 
in Church Stretton, four each in Whitchurch and Shifnal, 
three each in Bridgnorth, Ludlow and Newport, and one in 
Craven Arms. 

Police from West Mercia were also asked to help with a 
bomb alert over the border in Wrexham. Of these calls 102 
were false alarms, but some required police to dispose of 
unexploded devices which had been lying unnoticed since 
the end of the Second World War or even earlier. 

In Powys there were 101 bomb alerts in the same period 
of time, 2011 to March 2015, with 74 being false alarms. 

These included 16 in Newtown, 11 in Welshpool, two in 
Llanfyllin and one each in Meifod and Montgomery, as well 
as lending assistance for three alerts in Shropshire. 

Police said they had a duty to take every bomb alert call 
seriously. 

In May officers were called out to Mitchell’s Fold and 
Corndon Hill, on the Powys/Shropshire border, after dog 
walkers found what was believed to be a pre-World War 
Two device. 

The object was about seven or eight inches long and was 
rusty, resembling artillery. It is believed it could have been 
a mortar - an artillery weapon which fires explosive shells 
- known as mortar bombs. They are fired at close range 
targets and have been used since medieval times. 

Its discovery was not the first unexploded bomb to be 
found in the county. An unexploded World War Two device 
was found in a garden shed in Childs Ercall, near New¬ 
port, in June 2013. The 20cm-long rusty cylinder found 
by farmer Richard Perry in his late father-in-law’s shed 
turned out to be a 155mm World War Two shell. The bomb 
had a brass pin sticking out of the top, which would have 
been used to set a timer for an explosion. 

In both cases bomb disposal experts arrived within an 
hour and carried out controlled explosions after evacuating 
the immediate area.

A COUNTY councillor and part-time script 
writer has turned her hand to fiction and 
penned a murder mystery set at the Nation¬ 
al Eisteddfod which will take place in Mei- 
fod.

everything that happens is imaginary but all the locations 
are real, including the pubs in Llanfair, and the concerts 
are the right ones from the Eisteddfod.” 

The book will initially only be available in Welsh, as 
A’r oes Heddlu? - but Ms Alexander said she hopes an 
English translation will be available later. 

“I wanted to get it finished in time for the Eisteddfod, 


so I’ve been working to get the Welsh version published 
in time,” she said. 

“I’ve written a lot of scripts but I hadn’t intended to 
write a novel. Then I was talking to a friend who is a tal¬ 
ented pianist and told her she should enter the Eistedd¬ 
fod. She said she would if I did, so I decided to try writing 
a novel.” 

A’r Oes Heddlu? - Is there a policeman? - is taken from 
the words used by the druids during one of the ceremo¬ 
nies at the Eisteddfod. 

Ms Alexander said: “When the official holds up a sword 
he says ‘a’r oes heddwch’, meaning ‘is there peace?’ Hed¬ 
dlu - police - sounds very similar, and of course the irony 
is that there isn’t peace because there’s a murder. 

“I don’t want to put anyone off coming to the Eistedd¬ 
fod - hopefully the events will remain purely fiction. 

“But in the story everyone’s complaining it’s too hot, so 
I hope I got the weather forecast right!” 

A’r Oes Heddlu? is on sale now priced £8. 

It will be available to buy at the week-long Montgomer¬ 
yshire and the Marches Eisteddfod.

How you 
can come 
up smelling 
of roses 

EVERYTHING is blooming in the rose gar¬ 
den this year, thanks to the mild winter 
and spring, with little in the way of frost, 
providing stress-free conditions for grow¬ 
ing. 

Varieties looking particularly stunning include 
Super Trouper, You’re Beautiful, Aphrodite and 
Lady of Shalott, as well as English old rose hy¬ 
brids such as Gertrude Jekyll and Darcey Bus¬ 
sell. 

While they once used to be 
grown on their own in dedi¬ 
cated beds, they’re now grown 
in mixed borders with other 
shrubs and perennials, but 
given the huge variety of roses 
on sale you have to be careful 
what to plant and where to 
achieve the best results. 

Compact roses with an up¬ 
right habit are suitable for 
small gardens where beds are 
only lm (40in) wide, so choose 
compact floribundas, patio 
roses and smaller English 
roses. 

For larger borders you’ll get a great effect planting 
less vigorous varieties in threes which will grow to¬ 
gether to appear like one big shrub, while larger shrub 
roses are best planted singly further back in the border. 

Good plant partners include clematis, which can 
climb through the roses and also enjoy the same condi¬ 
tions and similar feeds, while in mixed borders soften 
roses with airy specimens such as catmint or lavender, 
which look amazing beneath creamy rose flowers, or 
mix it up with lady’s mantle (Alchemilla mollis) and 
perennial geraniums. 

Quality 

If you want a longer season, it’s worth looking for 
repeat-flowering shrub roses such as Portland or Eng¬ 
lish roses from David Austin which combine the flower 
form of old shrub roses with the repeat-flowering qual¬ 
ity of many modern varieties. 

So, how do we keep our roses blooming? 

By midsummer the first flush is usually coming to 
an end, so you’ll need to tidy up shrub and bush vari¬ 
eties by dead-heading and removing clusters of faded 
flowers. When the flowers of floribundas and hybrid 
tea roses have faded, remove 
the whole truss, cutting the 
stem just above the second or 
third leaf down. This will help 
conserve the plant’s energy to 
bear a regular succession of 
new flowering shoots. 

They’ll need to be fed with 
a dose of granular fertiliser 
and watered thoroughly if the 
ground is dry. 

Keep a look out for signs of 
fungal disease including black 
spot and mildew. They may 
need spraying regularly with 
a fungicide to keep diseases 
at bay and also look out for colonies of aphids on the 
stems, which will also require spraying as blackfly and 
greenfly populations can build up rapidly. 

If you only have a small infestation, a sharp jet of 
water should dislodge the aphids, or you may be able 
rub them off the affected area. Otherwise, use an or¬ 
ganic pesticide based on plant extracts, soft or insecti¬ 
cidal soap or plant oils. 

Cutting 

Make sure that the area is kept well-weeded and that 
surrounding shrubs and perennials don’t swamp them 
as they grow, cutting or tying back conflicting shoots 
and branches. 

If you dead-head them now, repeat-flowering roses 
should bloom again in late summer providing you fed 
them earlier on in the season. 

Many hybrid teas produce more than one flower bud 
at the end of each shoot. If you want large specimen 
blooms for garden display or indoor arrangements, 
you’ll need to disbud, removing side buds by nipping 
out with the thumb and finger as soon as they are vis¬ 
ible. 

If you want cut roses for inside, don’t take more than 
a third of the flowering stem with the flower and al¬ 
ways cut just above an outward-facing bud, so that you 
don’t weaken the bush. Don’t cut flowers from new¬ 
ly-planted bushes in the first season as the plants need 
time to establish. 

Hopefully, a little TLC will lead to repeat-flowering 
blooms and a delicious heady fragrance during those 
balmy summer evenings.

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT: 

Coriander 

BOTH the aromatic leaves and stems of corian¬ 
der can be used to add flavour to curries, salsas 
and other spicy dishes. 

Sow seeds in succession from March until Au¬ 
gust and you should have leaves until October. 

Seeds can be sown 2.5cm deep and 5cm apart, 
directly into beds of rich soil in light shade to 
prevent bolting, keep well-weeded and well-wa¬ 
tered and let some plants develop seed to save 
and use next year. Good varieties for leaves in¬ 
clude Leisure and Calypso. 

Ripening greenhouse tomatoes: 

YOUR greenhouse tomatoes should now be 
swelling, so it’s time to take action to ripen the 
fruits on the lowest trusses. The most effective 

Fresh coriander can be a great addition to many recipes met hod is to cut off the lower leaves around the 


tomatoes, allowing more light and heat to be 
shed on the ripening fruits and increasing air 
circulation which in turn deters fungal diseases. 

Repeat this higher up the plant through¬ 
out the summer as fruit appears on the higher 
trusses, and keep removing sideshoot regrowth. 
By the end of the summer, you won’t have many 
leaves left but your tomatoes should be fantastic. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK: 

1. Reduce the length of wisteria tendrils by 
half 

2. Water dahlias regularly and feed fort¬ 
nightly, paying particular attention to young 
plants 

3. Go on slug and snail patrol in your garden 
and pick off all those you see

SOMETIMES there is nothing I 
welcome more than the kindness 
of summer rain. 

Things can begin to look a bit jaded 
with too much heat. 

Even plants lose their lustre rather like 
us. 

Yet when the rain did come recently the 
cloudy skies did seem to suppress the vi¬ 
brancy of some flower colours. 

On my way around the garden I was 
struck by how much variegated foliage can 
be relied upon to light up areas on even the 
dullest days. 

I have always believed in asking as much 
as possible from every plant. 

We only have so much space so every 
plant has to earn its keep and plants with 
variegated foliage are a gift for the gar¬ 
dener. 

Two plant families stand out as aristo¬ 
crats amongst variegated plants. 

One is Cornus or dogwood, the other is 
Hosta. 

Cornus controversa ‘Variegata’ is a su¬ 
permodel amongst variegated trees. It is 
also known as the wedding cake tree. It 
grows quite slowly and needs a retentive 
soil but produced distinct tiers of lateral 
branches. The variegation is made up of an 
outer cream edge to the leaf which lights 
up shady places on a tree which can reach 
over twenty feet tall. It is worth growing 
one though because it casts only light shade 
so you can grow thinks beneath one and its 
height will almost never cause you a prob¬ 
lem. 

Pruning 

Another elegant member of this family 
is Cornus alternifolia ‘Argentea’ which is 
more shrubby in habit. It will produce tiers 
but you have to do a little judicious prun¬ 
ing to get the best out of it. Left to its own 
devices it will make an attractive feature in 
its own right with leaves held on red stalks, 
slightly twisted. 

As much as we rely on dogwoods to in 
summer, they are also essential components 
of the winter garden as much as heathers or 
hellebores. 

For an all purpose plant with 365 days 
of interest you cannot beat Cornus sibirica 
‘Elegantissima’. Right now it has white var¬ 
iegated foliage and in winter the stems glow 
red, especially in low sunlight. 

When you have established your Cornus 
controversa why not grow a few Hostas in 
the shade of the branches? Leaf colour does 
not have to consist of variegation, the whole 
leaf can be a different colour. 

One of the best large leaved hostas is sie- 
boldiana ‘Elegans’ which has dinner plate 
sized leaves of a cool smoky blue. The leaves 
are slightly puckered which is a good thing 
to look for as it indicates some resistance to 
slug damage. ‘Halcyon’ is smaller in terms 
of leaf size but the blue is perhaps more in¬ 
tense. 

A good sport of ‘Halcyon’ is the excellent 
cultivar ‘June’ which as a flamelike pattern 


in golden lime green running down the cen¬ 
tre of the leaf. 

‘Patriot’ is another strong cultivar this 
time with white edges around a green leaf. 

I adore brambles, not the kind that poke 
themselves so awkwardly and thornily 
through hedges, but the kind that we can 
appreciate in our gardens for being better 
behaved, more showy though perhaps no 
less thorny! One of my favourites is Rubus 
cockburnianus ‘Goldenvale’. 


In sun it has golden leaves which turn a 
little greenish in more shade. The golden 
colour does not fade in the summer and 
when the leaves fall the plant retains in¬ 
terest with ghostly white stems that last all 
winter. Many things can induce variegation 
or a break in the colour of leaves. It need 
not always be a good thing however but can 
be indicative of a problem. Viral variegation 
often appears as streaks in the leaf as in to¬ 
matoes or cucumbers which are susceptible 


to mosaic virus. The converse can also be 
true where a variegated plant ‘reverts’, 
that is returns to green. Euonymus are es¬ 
pecially susceptible and the green can soon 
overrun the variegated parts of the plant. 
Where reversion does happen it needs to be 
cut out as soon as possible. 

So next time you are contemplating what 
to put in your garden, think of something 
with coloured foliage, it will be there even 
when the sun has gone in!

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Stand out in the crowd

If you’re a colour conscious mo¬ 
torist the Citroen DS3 is probably 
right up your street with a myri¬ 
ad of stand-out combinations to 
pick from. 

Personalisation is the name of the 
game and the French company has 
stepped up to the plate in a bid to win 
sales from Mini, Ford and Vauxhall. 

This is probably the boldest bid yet by 
any company with 10 body colours, four 
potential roof colours and even the dash 
comes with a choice of five different colours. 

You will have seen the DS3 on the road 
- there’s simply no missing it - and that’s 
just what Citroen had in mind when they 
launched this latest addition to the DS 
range. The 17” black alloy wheels are a re¬ 
ally great feature. But don’t be fooled into 
thinking that DS3 is just a styling exercise 
because that would be far from the truth.

In fact it’s a really good car to drive and 
comes with a wide choice of very econom¬ 
ical engines. The 1.6 DS3 DStyle Blue HDi 
100 on test was an impressive performer with 
a top speed of 117mph and 0-62mph in 10.6 
seconds but more importantly it produced 
around 80mpg over a week’s motoring. I be¬ 
gan to think the fuel gauge was stuck. 

The turbocharged diesel matches looks 
with performance through a five-speed syn- 
cromesh manual gearbox and will impress 
those protecting our planet by only produc¬ 
ing 87g/km of emissions thanks to a stop 
and start system that uses alternator man¬ 
agement and energy recapture. 

Handling 

I’m not sure what all that technical engine 
management-speak means, but it works and 
means you pay no road tax. 

Sports suspension on the test model 
meant good handling but did have some 
passengers complaining about a hard ride. 
There was plenty of grip with precise steer¬ 
ing and an all-round safe feeling. 

The cabin is a great place to be and I 
simply love the use of colours, clever instru¬ 
mentation appearance and metallic steering 
wheel controls - it’s fun just to sit there and 
think “wow”. 

There’s a neat seven inch touch screen 
control system, cruise control, tyre pressure 
monitor, exterior temperature display, a mul¬ 
ti-function trip computer and simply stunning 
black panel night-time instrument lighting. 

There’s plenty of room up front but sadly 
rear passengers were not too happy with the 
leg room on offer, though entry to the three

door model is easy enough thanks to huge 

doors. There’s probably just enough boot 
space for most, though not if you’re a golf¬ 
er. 

There’s more than enough safety pack¬ 
ages on board with ABS and Electronic 
Stability Control and all-round curtain air¬ 
bags as well as automatically activated 
hazard warning lights should you get into 
a bit of trouble. 

The DS3 is competitively priced too. The 


test car is available at £16,595 but front 

arm rests, roof colouring and parking sen¬ 
sors pushed that up to £17,195. 

I would have expected the package to in¬ 
clude a SatNav system alongside the DAB 
radio and Bluetooth system and although 
there’s more than enough storage areas 
cup holders are nowhere to be found. 

If you want to be seen out there get 
down to your local Citroen dealer now. The 
DS3 stands out in any crowd.

WELSH rally driver Tom Cave 
heads to one of the highlights of 
the FIA World Rally Champion¬ 
ship this week when round three 
of the Drive DMACK Fiesta Tro¬ 
phy is played out at Neste Oil Ral¬ 
ly Finland. 

Cave and Oswestry based co¬ 
driver Craig Parry moved up to 
third in the series after the last 
event in Poland and aim to use 
their experience of the challenging 
Finnish roads to jump even higher. 

Cave’s championship received a 
boost after finishing runner-up in 
Poland three weeks ago. He’d been 
battling for the lead across the en¬ 
tire weekend and lost out by just 
10 seconds as the fight went down 
to the final stage. 

However, the 23-year-old from 
Aberdovey is relishing the chal¬ 
lenge of Finland’s famous rally 
stages. 

Boasting some of the highest 
average speeds in the WRC and 
littered with stomach-churning 
jumps and blind crests, the wide 
gravel roads are a favourite with 
both drivers and fans. 

The rally starts with a specta¬ 
tor-friendly stage on Thursday 
night through the centre of host 
town Jyvaskyla. Then the action 
hots up with a full day on Friday 
taking Cave and Parry south to 
Jamsa. 

It includes two runs over the 
iconic and frighteningly-fast Oun- 
inpohja test, the longest of the 
event at 34.39km, with just a re¬ 
mote tyre change during the day. 

Saturday moves west for two 
loops of four flat-out stages before 
Sunday finishes with just a double 
run over the final Myhinpaa test. 
In total Cave will tackle nearly 
320km of fierce Finnish roads.

“Ben started closed circuit racing when he was 
10 and it’s quite exciting when they all go around 
some of the tracks,” said Martin. 

“He’ll be competing with the under-14s next 
season so we’ll see how he goes in that before 
entering him in any national competitions. 

“There is a lot of travelling involved but the 
cost to enter each race is usually only about £5. 

“He’s really been helped by the coaches at the 
wheelers club.” 

Ben, who attends The Marches School in 
Oswestry, has also accumulated 37 points in the 
national series, which puts him 15th in country 
for his age group. 

Martin added: “The points systems depends 
on how many races you win but also how you 
many you take part in. 

“Some people are racing every weekend so to 
be 15th in the country is a good achievement. 

“He was really pleased with himself and when 


he was presented with his trophy after the last race 
was a great moment. 

“It’s something he’s really keen on at the moment 
- whether he’ll get bored of it later I don’t know, but 
for the moment he loves it.”
